Fifty Men at Work: when Explo- 
sion Occurred. Many await 
news of their families 


Western Association Press Service. 

Nanaimo, B. ©., Oct. 5 (7.80 p.m.) 
Thirty men are now known to be 
dead as the result of the explosion in 
No, 2 mine at the Extension mines 
this:morning. Up to’seven this even- 
ing eight bodies had been recovered, 
named T. Thomas, J. Molinean, An- 
drew Moffatt, ‘A. Montague, Thomas 
O'Connell, W. Davidson}-&. Dunn and 
one unidentified. 

The work of rescue still continues, 
but it is not expected that any more 
bodies will be recovered before morn- 
jing, as the portion of the mine where 
the explosion occurred is badly wreck- 
ed, the brattice being torn down, and 
the work of rescuing very badly ham- 
pered by gas. The majority of th> 
men killed are old residents and well 
known. 

It appears that the explosion was 
caused by firedamp, timbers in two 
levels catching at once. 

The wives and relatives of the min- 
ers are naturally in a state of hys- 
terical grief, but none of the residents 
of Nanaimo are permitted to go to the 
extensions, only the rescuing miners 
and officials being on the scene. A 
miner reached Ladysmith at noon, and 
described how he was leaving the 
mine with his father.: when a terrific 
explosion occurred, hurling the doors 
out of the stoppings. 

Later advices say that the mine is 
cleared of gas and the bodies are being 
brought ‘out. The effects of the ex- 
plosion are confined ‘to the slope, 
where it occurred, and the men in the 
other slopes and levels escaped. 
There were over fifty men in the mine 
hen the accident happened. o

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RESOLUTIONS 


To be Laid Before the Federal 
Legislature 


Ottawa, Ont., Oct. 8.—President 
K. Patterson and Executive of the 
Canadian Federation of Labor laid 
before Sir Wiltrid Laurier and Hon. 
W. L. Mackenzie King on Saturday 
the resolutions endorsed by the Fed- 
eration which dealt with matters com- 
ing within the scope of Federal legis- 
lature. The Premier and the Minister 
of Labor promised consideration. One 
of the resolutions upon which mem- 
bers of the Federation were of very 
pronounced opinion called for the im- 
position of a tax on the foreign em- 
ployees of foreign corporations doing 
business in Canada. Another express- 
ed the view that there should be a 
Dominion subsidy for vessels launched 
from Canadian ship yards. The

| SOME OF BRITAIN’S MOST APPAL- 


LING FATALITIES. 


How the Steamer Ibex Laden With 
Excursionists Was Saved by the 
Speed at Which She Was Going— 
The Stella Wreck—The Hampstead 
Heath Catastrophe—Panic in « 
Westminster Theatre. 


It says much for the excellent or- 
ganization of railway and steamboat 
services that, even in times of gre. t 
pressure upon their resources, acei- 
dents in proportion to the number 
traveling are very ‘rate. _Neverthe- 
less, it is seldom that a bank holi- 
day season passes without accidents 
ef a more or less serious character. 
When one considers the hugeness of 
the operations involved, the only 
wonder is that more of the traveling 
public are not maimed or killed. 

In 1897 the wreck of an excursion 
gteamer occurred which was a sort 
of forecast, had one been gifted with 
prevision, of a much more ‘terrible 
event two years later, The Ibex, 
laden with 500 passengers, was ap- 
proaching St. Helier on Good Fri- 
day of that year, and, seemingly un- 
suspicious of danger, was _ proceed- 
ing at full speed between Guernsey 
and Jersey. As it happened, her 
speed, though fatal to herself, was 
the salvation of her passengers, for 
she not only struck a reef of sunken 
rocks, but became so immovably fix- 
ed between two of them that she 
could not founder, and there she re- 
mained until the Frederica took off 
all her passengers. 

Two yearé later the terrible Stella 
catastrophe took place. She was not 
nearly so heavily laden as the Ibex, 
although she was a fine steamship, 
being, indeed, one of the begt boats 
belonging to the Southwesterh Rail- 
way Company plying between South- 
ampton and the Channel Islands. 
On March 30th, 1899, she started 
at 11.45 p.m., and five hours later 
shé had foundered in deep water, 
and between seventy and eighty of 
her passengers and crew had per- 
ished. 

The place of this catastrophe was. 
the dreaded Casquets, and so dense 
was the fog into which the Stella had 
run that the navigating officer was 
so much out of his reckoning that 
only a few minutes before she struck 
he had expressed his belief that the 
Casquets were eight miles distant! 
Unlike’ the Ibex, the Stella was. 
feeling her way slowly, and when she 
struck upon the granite ledge, she 
did .yot run far enoygh upon it to 
remain there, but, after pounding. 
great holes in her side for ten min- 
utes, she slid off the rocks into deep 
water and went down, her boilers 
exploding as she sank.

How a British Force Was Ambushed 
at Kuta, in Nigeria. 
How «4 British missionary made a 


hazardous journey in face of a tornado | 


to a scene of an attack on a British | 
force, who were ambushed, is told in 
the details now vl 

on a British fo in Nigeria. The 
first news caine to Minna, a lace | 
on the line of the Baro Kano Railway, 
about 30 miles from the scene of the 
occurrence, stating that a British force 
had been cut up at Gussoro by the 
ciffcult and truculent Guari people. 
This account, which was hurriedly | 
written by the doctor, who was him- 
self wounded, merely stated that the | 
officer in charge was missing, together 
with a European police officer and a 
sergeant,and that the writer was him- 
self wounded. The Rev. W. P. Low, 
who has for some years been working | 
among the Guaris, happened to be at | 
Minna when the news came in. He 
was hurrying down to the coast on his 
way home, having only reached. Minna 
that day from his station at Kita, 
from which place the wounded doctor 
had sent his despatch. Mr. Low in- | 
stantly volunteered to go to Kuta to 
render any aid possible to the sur- 
vivors, and also to use his influence 
with the people. This he did imme- | 
diately. 

Mr. Low spent 12 hours in Kuta, | 
and, having assured himself of the | 
loyalty of the townspeople, resumed | 
his journey to the coast, Picking up 
a construction train on the way back, 
he just caught his steamer, but: was 
nearly drowned in a native canoe 
when going down the Niger. He met 
the punitive force under Maj. Wil- | 
liams, consisting of 150 men, with a 
Maxim. on its way to the scene of the 
ambush. The ill-fated police party had | 
started from Kuta only a few hours | 
before it was attacked. In consisted | 
of Lieut. Vanrenen, Capt. Stone, a | 
doctor, a European sergeant, and 30 
police. Accompanying the force was 
the Chief of Gussoro. Its object was 
to march to Gussoro, and there. rein- 
state the chief, who, for his loyalty to 
the British, had been compelled. to | 
leave his town. For two months 
previously it was reported that the 
Guaris had been making poisoned ar- 
rows, and had declared that they 
would oppose the return of the chief.
